Japan  -  TBT  Notification  8b. 84  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and 
Fisheries,  Fooo  and  Marketing  Bureau,  Consumer  Economy  Division  has  announced  a 
proposed  amendment  (product  covered  -  plywood)  to  the  Japanese  Agricultural  Standards 
(JAS)  on  structural  plywood.  The  following  standard  concerning  insect  control  is  to 
be  added  to  the  standards  on  structural  plywood  with  the  indication  that  the  insect 
control  has  been  conducted;  "to  be  treated  with  boron  compound,  chloroane,  phoxim  or 
fenitrothion  and  to  pass  the  insect  control  test  which  is  otherwise  provided."  As 
regards  structural  plywood  with  the  indication  that  the  insect  control  has  been 
conducted.  The  type  of  insecticide  which  is  used  for  the  insect  control  is  to  be 
added  to  the  items  to  be  indicated  collectively.  Objective  and  rationale  for  the 
proposal  is  consumer  protection.  Final  date  for  comments  is  July  20,  198b.
